2 , To this effect he interrogated Jpe l^^i^DT * r forner 
business associate in Budapest, one Mo3hT?'~oyj'M'[pr^CH^^ Thef 
latter is now the owner of a large g!H"SgG' ted”'a textile 
factory in Hungary. During this war he was one of the nen 
of the Jewish .agency in Budapest, working together with 

(his business associate) others 

to; hide Jewish parachutists, to get Jew^out of the 
country and to spring then fron concentration cenps. To 
this effect he dealed with the Gestapo on the eaigration of 
Jews in the fanous ^tOSS^lBHANpT case in Istanbul (which was 
handled on the bud^p^lt side by K^kbTWLi^, bubject and iian^TnliR* s 
factotua S*.iJTJnO. In this business were also involved Dr. 
sqa^P (real name GEFKORNEBJ v LAUFFER^ ^ SCHWARZ. SEpI^CnEI^, 
SEFTch V/^^DER and simlliF smll rry or tne Gib, who wei¥ all 
^subsequently arrested. 

3» LAbTiHiR after war fled to bwitzerland, where his 
shady dealings are being investigated by the Jewish Agency 
(in the person of RTJFFER) . Joel BRAiTDT has been cleared by 
the Jewish Agency and he has been twice to Bratislava where 
he met the above named OFFENBACH, who traveled to Czecho- 
slovaicia to see him. As both meetings were not enough 
OFFENBACH will meet BRANDT again in the Austrian-Swiss 
border next week. BRANDT does not dare come to Budapest where 
apparently his guilt is established by the Hungarian btate 
Police, who are looking for him, although the BRICHa promised 
to protect him. 

4 . OFFENBACH is interesting as he knows all the GIS 
people and the Jewish Agency people in Budapest during the 

, war. He knew that after their liberation from service with 
Mhe Russians, GEFRORNER, SEDLACHEK and 

SCHWARZ (see LSX 182) wen^t^Buo^est whence they proceeded 
for some reason unicnown to Bucharest. All of them later 
came back to Budapest. GEFRORNER and LAUFFER and bEDLACHEIk 
were again arrested by the NICVD in Budapest and it is not ' 
known where they are now. 

5. The only one of which OFFENBACH knows something is 
WIENINGER. The latter is very much wanted by the Political 
section of the Jewish Agency for his alleged betrayal. 
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OFFENBaCH met in Vienna ^ garage 

in Budapest and now has a XdTgl" 'gait age and" automobile dealer’s 
agency in Vienna at 137 Grintzingerstrasse, Vienna XIX,- 
(American Zone). This Stefan was until lately in touch with 
the entire GIS gang who were working for the NnVD in Vienna 
and in Budapest i This Stefan Knows that his former buddies 
of the GIS were all arrested by the Budapest i’HvVD except 
Joseph WIEIilNGER, who he said is now in Salzburg, working for 
some Afliemican Intelligence Agency. WIENINGER asserted to 
Stefan that Re had told the Americans that during this war he 
worked as a courier for the JOINT between BUDAPEST and 
Istanbul, and that he thus worked for ’’American Intelligence ^ 4 
WIENINGER comes Very frequently to Vienna where he stays 
with his friend Stefan.

6, OFFFl^BACH, a big time operator, having worked with 
the Gestapo during this war and at the same time with the 
underground Jewish Agency people in Budapest is now again 

\ suspected by RUFFER, who subjected him to a close interroga- 
tion in the presence of DD 110, who was presented as a ^ 

messenger of the BRICiin, one OFFENBACH is 
able to travel around a lot because of the personal protection 
of one Russian -Jewish Budapest NikVD.Cy 

Previously after the ehtrr ance ox tne hi us s i ans in Budapest 
OFFEiJBACH was arrested by the Russians and closely interro*- 
gated by the I^N/'D for his woric for the JOINT. The Russians 
do not understand the humanitarian role of the JOINT and 
regard every person connected with it as an American spy. 

Their reasoning runs as follows: ”It is not possible that 

American Agency spends hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in Budapest without wanting something in return and that 
something is intelligence”. This is the reason why no 
/American representative of the JOINT has been allowed to 
/come to Budapest since the Russians are there. The seime 
applies to the International Red Cross v^hich is also regarded 
I (together with the UNEiRA) as an intelligence service. 

7 . OFFENBACH was acting for three months as an 
interpreter for the NKVDin Budapest. There is no doubt 
that his frequent travels are due to the protection of the 
MvVD or of some Ni^VD officers. He will be back in Vienna 
where he will further be interrogated by RUFFER and DD 110. 
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8. It is interesting to itnow that Stefan VARADAS is \ 
apparently the Middle-European representative for STUjuiEBAivER.\ 
Ke has shown OFEEi^BACh copies of bills representing shipments 
of automobiles from the States to him, and wants OFEENBiiCn 

to take over the Hungarian representation for sTUjjEBxjL».EK. 

Stefan said that he did not v*ant anything to do any more with 
those people (ni.VD) and that ae v»as not wor-iving for them. 

He supplies COnaJo TOR'S right hand man, vvith cars. 

It is not know'ri^vme ther Stefan is v«oraing here for the 
Russians. 

9. OFiAHBiiCh is still in contact v*ith the Jewish ivgency 
boys in Budapest, Vvhose work he is watching. The connections 
which the Jewish Agency boys have are very diverified. For I 
instance their contact in the HnGB in Budapest is one 

(Hebrew operation name). This lad was working in the Jewish 
^ency underground in Budapest during the war and is now 
In the URGE, as the adjutant of a Colonel who is in charge 
of "the section which controls the NLVD" (sic), ZALLLL comes 
very often to Vienna, Sometimes he is seen (by DD 110) as 
an Ni^VD Sergeant. Sometimes he is wearing a one-star 
Lieutenant's uniform. He boasts that his Colonel tells 
him a lot of aupex-secret ?tuff, cautioning him not to tell 
it to anybody, but “a few hours later the "boys" (Jewish 
Agency lads) know about it" (sic). ZALLLL is now in Vienna 
and is working closely with some Viennese messengers of the 
CONDUCTOR group. 

10. Following reports came in after above had been 
written. Source - LILAC. 

a. Reference is made to para 5 of above vvherein 
it was stated that Joseph VfllNIWGSR was in Salzburg. 

LTT ’r'is brother, Karl, received the vist of AIENINGER on 
Friday, 3 May 19A6. UIElilNGER asked LILAC'S brother whether 
he could help LILAC get out of prison, whether he could 
furnish him with bail, and said he was or his chiefs v,ere 
willing to put up one hundred thousand shillings for LILaC, 
vihen LILaC 's brother asked who were uILi^IiiGER’s chiefs the 
latter said that he was now working for the British and 
wanted to know whether LILaC was willing to work for 
them too after his liberation. 

b. VjIENIWGER a_ former GIS agent and a courier 
for the Jewish Agency in Budapest and Istanbul during this 
war travels for British Intellit^ence from Vienna to Balzburg.

c. The story of '\nILi.^IiJGLh‘ s alleged Vvork for the 
Russians has been told by v.IKMliKxijK to LILaC, before the 
latter's imprisonaient in connection v»ith the ii.ijM.iM case.

d. GEFRORiirLK (alias Dr. bCiwILD) and Gieta RQTy| iR.li 
were working for the Russian I'lRVD unit in the Boesendorf er 
strasse and fingered wILiJINGlik who managed to hide with the 
Communist political boss of the II Bezirk, one 

The latter, after having heard where VilEillRGLh. ITid his jewels, 
fingered him to the Russians and wILDIRGER was arrested and 
brought to the NK.YD unit situated in April at the hotel 
Hofwirth on the Prater strasse. There V.TEiTIi'IGEri. managed to 
escape by jtrmping out of a back window, with the complicity 
of a befriended waiter. 

e. Bela KLEIN, a Hungarian Communist had been 
arrested by the Gestapo in the winter of 194R-A5 and liberated 
by the Russians on 8 April 19R5* He became now and still is 
the right hand man of the Colonel in charge of the 

II Bezirk. He acts as the latter's interpreter and general 
f ingerman.
